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Org SB 671

A BILL to amend and reenact 829-3-8 of the Code of West Virginia, 1931, as amended, relating
to eliminating the State Fire Marshal’s comprehensive report regarding the transfer of
authority and responsibility of providing fire services to the counties.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia:

ARTICLE 3. FIRE PREVENTION AND CONTROL ACT.

§29-3-8. Comprehensive report by State Fire Marshal.

b} On or before July 1, 2019, the State Fire Marshal shall study, prepare, and submit a

report to the Joint Committee on Government and Finance regarding reciprocity of firefighter and
fire officer certification with other states. Such report shall include recommendations regarding
ways to increase availability of reciprocal certification, including any necessary changes to state

code or regulation necessary to facilitate additional reciprocity.

NOTE: The purpose of this bill is to eliminate the State Fire Marshal’'s comprehensive
report regarding the transfer of authority and responsibility of fire services to the counties.
